SUBJECT WAS RAISED WITH FONMIN POLITICAL ADVISOR ENRIQUE 
BERNSTEIN NOV 6 BY ACTING DCM (ARZAC). BERNSTEIN SAID HE HAD 
RECEIVED CALL PREVIOUS DAY FROM ZEGERS OF CHILEAN DELEGATION, 
WHO HAD PRESENTED PROBLEM IN CONTEXT OF PROPOSAL TO INVITE ONLY 
PRGSVN AND NOT INVITE GVN. BERNSTEIN SAID HE HAD INDICATED
